BULBS IN A BOWL 


An Easy Way to Cultivate Miniature 


Floating Gardens. 


A novel way of growing bull is. sucli 


as crocuses, has been tried with good 
success. After securing the bulbs the 
next thing Is to get one or two r.-ither 
large corks. Through these holes art- 
Iioretl and the bullfe fittwl into the 
openings in such a way tliat the under 
side, from which the roots spring, is 
near the lower i>:irt. of the cork. 


Now obtain a large shallow bowl anil 


fill this with pure water. Flout the 
corks, with the bulbs in place, on the 
surface nisd set. the whole thing aside 
in n nuher shady iwsition for two or 
three weeks. At the end of this time 
it will be noticed that the roots are 
growing down into the wntcr; thence- 
forward fi i>l:i'<e in a sunny window 


j should be selected.

• the flowers emerge, and then the effect
